Having been of late waduced by ſome half« 
witted fooles , I deliver my ſelf to Peſterity who 1 am , and of what 
profeſſion : I was born at Mil: worth in Leiceti:rſhire May I 602, 
in an obſcure Village, and bred a Grammer Scholler at Aſhby, and 
intended for Cambridge, &c. 1618. and 1619; my Father decayed 
his Eftate ſo much, that he was not capable of ſending me thither ; 
thoſe two yeers 1 lived in ſome penury and d!ſconent ; in 1620, an 
Atturney ſent* me wp unto London to wait on a Gentleman , one 
Gilbert Wright , who lived and dyed tm the Houſe I now live in ; 
he never as of ary Pref: ſſiongbut had ſometimes attended the Lord 
Chancellour Egerton, and then lrved privately, 1624. hit wife 
dyed of a C ancer mn her left breſt. 1625. 1 lived in London where 
1 now do , during all that great Sickneſſe , God be praiſed I bad it 
ot, February 1626. my Maſter married agamm; he dyed May 22. 
1627. having before ſetled twenty pounds per annum of me during 
my life, which to this day 1 thank God 1 enjoy ; nor did T1 ever live 
fo freely as when 1 was his ſervant. Ere the yeer 1627. was quite 
run ont, my Miſtris was pleaſed to accept of me for ber husband.

In September 1633. my wife djed ys MOT hnowiny An) 04 In the 
world that had affinity wwo her ; ſhe left me 4 competent fortwne ; 
and this 1 ſhall acquaint Poſterity with, ther having ſome Lands to 
diſprſe of , rather then ſhe would ſuffer me to be at twenty Nobles 
charges to _ it unto we, ſhe gave me the whole ngoney, and ſold 
it for 200 1.
